Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  health 
and  environmental  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year 
I960. 


The  Registrar  Generals  estimate  of  the  population  is  an 
increase  of  150  over  the  previous  year;  at  the  time  of  writing  the 
preliminary  report  of  the'  I96.L  cencus  shows  that  the  population  is 
7,74A,  an  increase  of  1,907  from  1951* 

■ -Births- numbered  111,  ten  fewer  than  in  1959  making  the 
Birth  Rate  15.6  per  . "0  population  and  lower  than  the  rate,  17*1 

for  the  country  as  a whole.. 

There  were  112  deaths,  as  compared  with  85  last  year,  the 
local  death  rate  being  15.7  higher  than  the  nation  rate  11.5. 

Although  these  rates  are  unfavourable  to  the  District,  it 
is  due  to  fluctuation  of  small  numbers  and  a particuarly  favourable 
feature  is  that  no  infant  under  1 year  of  age  died  during  the  year. 

The  District  continued  to  be  free  from  outbreaks  of  serious 
infectious  desease,  the  outcome  largely  of  the  ready  acceptance  by  the 
parents  of  protective  innoculations  which  are  available.  However  too 
many  people, especially  the  teenagers  are  not  taking  advantage  of 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis. 

My  sincere  thanks'  are  due  to  members  of  the  Council  for 
their  help  and  consideration  and  ..v  lie  staff  for  their  ready  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.

The  response  to  vaccination  against  smallpox  was  not  so  good  as 
last  year  only  44%  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  being  protected, 
however  the  number  is  increased  by  more  children  being  vaccinated  at 
the  toddler  stage.

VACCINATION  AGAINST  -WHOOPING-  CCUGH 


In  April  i960  -the  use  of  a trivalent  vaccine  was  introduced  at  the 
County  Council  Child  Welfare  Centres.  This  vaccine  is  effective  against 
diphtheria,  whooping  cough,  and  tetanus.  In  time  the  figures  for 
diphtheria  immunisation  will  apply  to  whooping  cough. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMYELITIS 

It  is  estimated  that  Q0%  of  children  under  15  years  of  age  have 
been  vaccinated  against  polionyelitis  and  50%  of  those  are  the  15  - 
25  years  age  group. 

In  January  i960  this  protection  was  offered  all  persons  under 
4-0  years  of  age.

Although  there  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  three  new  cases 
occured  and  32  persons  remain  in  the  register.  Modern  medical  treatment 
has  completely  changed  the  outloc;  in  this  disease  but  full  support  is 
required  for  preventive  measures  such  as  Mass  Radiagraphy,  B.C.G. 
Vaccination,  and  follow  up  of  contacts,  by  such  means'  tube£o«losisV;Cduld 
be  eliminated. 


POOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1959  - CLEAN  FOOD 
FOOD  HYGIENE  REGULATIONS,  1955 

Byelaws  made  under  Section  15  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938 
are  in  force  for  securing  hygienic  methods  in  the  Handling,  Wrapping 
and  Deliveiyof  Pood  and  sale  of  food  in  the  open  air.  The  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  require  that  clean  food  should  be  dealt  with  only 
fcy  clean  persons  in  clean  premises,  using  clean  equipment. 

Food  shops  and  similar  establishments  are  inspected  regular^ 
to  ensure  that  the  food  is  wholesome  and  that  the  premises  comply 
with  requirements.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47'  Removal  to  Suitable  Premises 
of  person  in  need  of  Care  and  Attention, 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  1951 
Section  1. 

These  Acts  give  the  local  authgrtiy  powers  for  the  compulsory 
removal  of  aged  or  sick  people  in  fte&d  of  care  and  attention  which 
they  are  ubable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  are  not  receiving 
from  other  people.  The  compulsory  powers  were  not  used  during  the 
year  but  a number  of  old  people  living  alone  and  in  failing  health 
have  been  visited  from  time  to  time.  A little  regular  help  often 
enables  them  to  carry  on  living  in  their  own  homes  and  prevents 
insanitary  conditions  arising.  This  assistance  is  usually  given 
by  the  Home  Help  Service.

The  Old  People's  Welfare  Committee  is  maitaining  a register 
of  old  people  living  alone  in  the  area. 

The  Old  People’s  Clubs  are  most  useful;  they  look  after 
their  members  and  report  instances  inwhich  help  is  required. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  FOR  HEALTH  SERVICES 
Laboratory  Facilities 

Samples  taken  under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  and  Pathological 
specimens  are  sent  for  bacteriological  analysis  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Oxford.  The  laboratory  is  part  of  the  Public  Health 
Labaoratory  Service  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  no  charge  is  made 
for  making  use  of  its  services. 

Chemical  examination  of  specimens  is  undertaken  by  Messrs.  Ellis 
& Turner,  Public  Analysts, Gloucester. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE 

V 

This  service  is  organised  by  the  County  Council  and  a charge  is 
made  according  to  a scale  of  assessment. 

The  Hame  Help  takes  over  the  running  of  the  home  where  the . 
housewife  is  temporarily  incapacited  through  illness. 

As  noted  elsewhere,  the  Service  is  very  useful  to  old  people 
who  can  no  longer  manage  the  household  duties  because  of  infirmity. 

Miss  Cross,  the  Area  Home  Help  Organiser,  reports  that  during 
the  year  55  cases  received  assistance  through  the  Service. 


A number  of  cases  have  been  visited  but  on  investigation  have 
not  required  the  sort  of  help  provided  by  this  Service,  their  needs 
have  been  met  by  referral  to  other  statutory  or  voluntary  services.

During  the  year  the  Council  accepted  the  tender  of  Messrs. 
A.Bowd,  4-C.q.  Ltd,  the  erection  of  six  Old  Peoples  flats  on  the 
Little  Herberts  Road  site.  At  the  end  of  the  year  these  flats 
were  substantially  completed  and  arrangements  were  in  hand  for 
their  occupation  early  in  1961.  The  object  of  the  scheme  was 
to  fold  namely  to  provide  suitabley  sized  & equipped  units  for 
elderly  persons  and  by  so  doung  to' gain  possession  of  larger 
Council  houses  for  occupation  by  families  on  the  waiting  list.

DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE 

There  were  no  major  charge  a or  additions  to  the  sewerage  system 
during  the  year,  and  the  treatment  of  sewage  was  carried  out  at 
Desposal  Works  in  the  adjoining  Borough  of  Cheltenham  as  in  previous 
years.  A number  of  minor  repair  works  were  effected  during  the  year 
generally  to  rectify  damage  caused  by  tree  roots  or  day  shrinkage. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 

A doer  to  door  collection  system  was  operated  throughout  the 
year  using  2-7  cubic  yard  side  loading  vehicles.,  2 Driver/Loaders 
and  3 Loaders,  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  due  to  the  cumulative 
effect  of  new  development  it  was  necessary  to  reinforce  the  loading 
strength  in  order  to  maintain  a 7 day  cycle.
